The North-West 



Dominion exchanges recoived by last 
mail afford more full and preoiso informa- 
tion roepeoiing the military expedition 
to Rod Eivor. The forco is ton Ibou- 
eaiici strong, and includes a Stool Buttery, 
composed ot picked men from tho Royal 
Artillery, and a Rockot Brigade. The 
Canadian oontingont is composod 01 
picked men, selected from, the military 
districts of Ontario and Quoboo, in 
eqaal numbers, by tho Deputy Adjutant 
Generals, These last will bo enlisted 
for a two years' term of sorvice and 
■will be entitled to recoivo grants of 
land in tbo Territory, upon the expira- 
tion of their term, but it is thought not 
unlikely that they will be disbanded sooner 
than two years, Tnis oxpoditiou w as 
to have started on tho IGih of the 
present month, uudor tho command oi 
Mi jor-Gentfral Lindsay. Tho Imperial 
Government, it was understood, would 
assume all the responsibility of the 
meaauro, in the first instance, at leant. 
Ttio expedition would go by way of 
Lako Superior, marching around Sauh 
Ste Mario Canal and proceeding f'-om 
Collinpwood to Port William by steamer. 
From Fort William to Lwko Shebai.du- 
■wan, a distanco of forty tnilof, they 
would travel by means of wapgonB. 
There ono hundred Government-t boatw, 
of from twonty-fivo to thirty feet keel, 
built expressly for the semee, will be 
employed in transporting the expedition. 
Mr Dawson accompanies tbo expedi- 
tion, and it whs stated be felt confident 
of beinu able to put them through from 
Fort William to Fort Garry in tho in- 
credibly short space of eight duys. So 
much about tbo expedition: How, :> 
word about its wcrk and results. There 
appears to have existed throughout 
Canada a very general feeling ot impa- 
tience on uccount of the apparout 
phlegmatic demeanor and policy of tho 
governmont in the mutter of tho Red 
River difficulty, Tbe universal feoliD^ 
appears to have been one of intense 
ea^reness to avengo the death of Scott, 
and men by thousands, and money by 
the million, were promptly proffered to 
the Government. Indeed, history af- 
fjrdrt no iustatKo of a poople more 
thoroughly aroused, or oi more patriotic 
and warlike intent. Not so tue Gov- 
ernment, however. Ministers iippar- 
ently drank in none of lh<i martial 
spirit of an enthusiastic people. They 
continued provokii gly cool, reticent, 
mysteiious, Sphinx-like And, a* ni ght 
welt be expeuted, they got roundly 
abused. The condition of tho public 
mind, wuf, under all the cireumsiunces , 
quite natural, — Certainly nothing to be 
ashamed oi ; but will any onu in cooler 
moments say that the Mioiateri were 
wrong ? In the first place, the who'* 
question of any movement upon Red 
River muwt necessarily bo an Imperial 
one. Tho Territory not having buen 
transfered, Canada could have neither 
right nor autnonty therein, and had the 
Dominion Goveri mtni permitted ti.eui- 
Bslves to be led away by a very na urul 
and loveablo enthusiasm and rushed pell- 
mell into the Teiritory the most senou* 
comphcutioni aud tti9 most unhappy 
r'ei-ults might bavo followed. But tho 
auihoi ities at Ottawa did not adopt a 
course, in the beat of tho moment, 
which even tho people would buve con- 
demned alter the smoke of battle bad 
passed away. They adopted the cjii- 
ttitutioual and Btattamaulike coarse of 
referring an Imperial question to the 
Imperial authorities ; ami tho conse- 
quence is that tbe whole matter will be 
thoroughly settled at Imperial expot ,so. 
This Imperial movement possesses In- 
terior advantages. Tho improsbiou was 
too common on this Continent that 
Great Britain cared little and would do 
lesa for the Dominion ; thiit she was 
chiefly concerned to get the incumb- 
rance off her bunds, and leave the (Jan* 
adiaus to sink or swim. It was the 
prevalence of lids feeling that embolden- 
ed some persons in tbo Red River coun- 
try to tako up arms ugnin-t Canada. 
It was this feolmg dmt led somo persons 
in British Columbia to think that a mere 
handful of colonists hid nothing to do 
but express a wish to transfer allegi- 
ance and territory to Uuele Sain. It 
wub this same feelmg that oneoun'god a 
certain clas9 of persons in the, United 
States to hope lor the easy Requisition 
of tho ontiro country north ui them. 
Tho prompt and dtcisivo steps taken 
by tho Imperial Government- must 
thoroughly dispel all Buch ridiculous 
Dotions. The colonial mind wid ttana 
bo reassurod, while foreign intormed- 
dlorfl will bo undeceived. Too world 
will bo mado to know aud realize that 
Great Britain regards hor North Ameri- 
can Possession f as part of herself, and that 
she will no more lolcrute her authority 
to be questioned at Winnipeg than in 
Torkbhiro. In thus summarily dispos- 
ing ot the absurd pretensions of Reil and 
an armed mob of a few hundred men 
oocupying merely a ppot on half aeon, 
tinont to have authority to decide it 
fate according to thoir own mere wil 
and pleasure, a wholosotne lesson will 
be taught, arid taught none too soon, to 
peoples ou both sides cf Uio forty-ninth 
parallel of latitude. There uro other 
advantages accruing from this move- 
ment. A homely proverb Bay* -Ii'b an 
ill wind that blows nobody good.' Thi 
Red River difficulty cannot hot ho a sub 
ject of regret to Canada. Yet it is im- 
possiole to conceal tho fact that much 
material good will^omo out of it. 



Those ten thousand men will clear the 
way for the rolling tide of population 
which must flow into the great basin of 
tied River, and wo are not unwarruuted 
in usserting that the result of this 
piece of mischief, got up by a few evil 
dispoaed persona, will be to advance by 
two or thrae years tho progress of that 
country. Ten thousand soldiors, with 
all thoir following, their supplies nod 
expenditure, will give tho settlement 
au amazing start, wnilo tbe vory moans 
of transport provided for thfin will 
servo tho purposes of others. With tho 
means of Lratisit thoroughly established, 
roads improved and way side accommoda- 
tion created, with tho attraction of so large 
amtlitur; forco in the country, causing 
« groat expenditure, creating a marko'- 
for produce, giving employment and 
expanding trade, as well as oirording tho 
most uuiple protection to settlers, there 
noed bo no hesitation in coufidontly af- 
firming that the result of all this will 
ne to give a wonderful impetus to settle- 
ment in that country. Indood, uo more 
thorough aolieuio ot colonization could 
well have buen inaugurated by tho 
nation. As rogards the more legiti- 
mate lesuejthere cau bo but ono opinion. 
Reil may be stubborn as tho lato King 
Theodore ; but bo will assuredly bo no 
more successful.

San Franeisoo, May 4, 1870. 
Lait Bimmer, whilo eti oiling ono gerjie.1 
evening turougb an almost deserted mining 
camp in Tuolumne country, my eara wore 
greeted with the familiar Obiuook, and on 
turning ronnd I saw a native female repre* 

* seotative of your Island. In the fall, busi- 
ness took me through too central countriof. 
Hardly a village but contained an ex-colo- 
nist, and 1 supposa we might even look for 
them io the State aud county gaols. 

The many friends of Mr Shepherd, malin- 
ger of tbo Bank of British North Amerioa in 
this oity, will ba sorry to learn that he has 
been superseded. A wtllknown gohUetnan 
conoecicd with the Hudson Bay Company, 

* naw visiting Londou, has received the ap- 
pointment of Superintendent of one of the 
banks doing busitiem in Victoria and will 
shortly return to tho ohargo. The Rev Mr 
Garrett is filling a temporary vacancy at the 
Epi^oopul Cathedral, in tbo meantime on- 
dtavoiing to keep bis own congregation and 
school together. So much for rjoisotiul gos» 
sip. 

Onr holela aro actively preparing for the 
expected rush of Eastern visitors. House- 
maids, upholsterers, painters, paperhangprs 
and deooraters are busily engaged in pulling 

,. parlors, dormitories and diningroorns iu ap. 
pie pie nioi'y. Cleaning and repairing is 
the order of the day and interiors uro being 
furbished to a degree ol exorucidting neat- 
ness. Very just complaints were made last 
year of tb8 enormous priceb charged to stran- 
gers' for every accommodation. Their souls 
were vexed at the differenco between long 
and short bits ; our generous unconcernedness 
in keeping small change offended their riijid 
DOti-ms of the rights of property, and so 
they wont back with long tales of petty ex- 
tortions— exactions which, if prac'.ised on a 
larger 8Jale,would certainly bo oallod swind- 
ling. A private 'otter from Enclitic! states 
that a number ol merchants tuve chartered 
a special steamer for New York and a 
train ol Pullman Palace cars tboHca Io the 
Pacific, and that on immense excureioo ol 
business men will leave Lond.o the last 
wetk in May on a visit to San Fraucieco. 
What truth there is in the report cannot be 
ascertained, but it is not gonoially credited. 

The pioneer boatol the Australiao li a0 . the 
Oity of Adelaide, is now fully due aud may 
ba expected within a few daya. She leli 
* Sydney March 17ih for this port, coming by 
way of Auokland and Honolulu. The Bri- 
tish residents here have hold a meeting for 
the purposa of giving the passengers a suit- 
able woljeme. This vessel was obartered by 
*Mr Hall, the U S Consul at Sydney, the New 
Zealaud and Australian Postmaster Generals 
guaranteeing a subsidy if be would carry the 
mails. Mr Hall has no capital, and bis first 
trip is likely to be the last. As an experi- 
ment it will be valuable, as a permanent 
undertaking a failure, fur the charterer has 
no monetary foundation to work on. The 
•whole business of n perminent steam service 
between Sao Frarioisco and Sydney is in 
snoh a muddle that ii is difficult to write in 
areliible manner about it, but it siands 
Bom-3 what like this : At tho last sei-sioD ol 
the State Legislature Congress was peti- 
tioned to grant a subsidy to an American 
line. The California Steam Navigation Co, 

i the Pacific Mail, and Mr Webb, owner of 
the oppo-ition boats that once carried pas- 
Bangera to New York via Nicaragua, are in 
active oompeiiiion for the expected appro- 
priation, but do not oare to inaugurate with- 
out a certainty of mh'eriul aid.
